This increase was brought about by 
the retnrn of 11,800,000 In gold to the 
New York subtreasury by exporters 
and bankers who had taken it out 
earlier in the week. The withdrawals, 
however, continued on a diminished 
scale, amounting for the day to $1,857.- 
200. Of this amount $1,250,000 was for 
export 

Huring January only seven-tenths of 
1 per cent, of the customs receipts at 
New York, which aggregated $13.81'" 
827, were paid in gold coin or gold c< 
tiheates. 

A somewhat more encouraging sho 
i ng than for some months past is made 
in the ofliuial statement of recc . 
and expenditures for January. The 
receipte aggregated $27,804, 39U, an in- 
crease of nearly 17,000,000 over Decem- 
ber last, and nearly $4,000,ooo greater 
than January, 1801.
